F, WHEN we are tempted to give someone un- 

asked for advice, we should see a “No Tres- 

passing” sign before us we would turn and 
go our own way, would we not? If, when someone 
starts to overstep the bounds of our own private 
life, we could hastily erect a “No Trespassing” 
sign unpleasantness would be avoided, would it 
not? 


All of us at times are trespassers; all of us at | 


times are trespassed against. And the only way to 
find peace of mind in either case is through for- 
giveness. 

I do not believe that most of us when we 
pray, ‘Forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive 
those who trespass against us” realize what our 
trespasses are, what the trespasses of others against 
us are. We do not see in this prayer of forgive- 
ness the answer to disturbed and unhappy human 
relations. 

Have you ever been made unhappy by having 
repeated to you what someone else said about 
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you? Probably you were able to forgive and for- 
cet. But others, hearing that someone has been 
talking about them, can neither forgive or forget 
and carry bitterness in their heart for years. 

If only we could always quickly forgive the 
person who seems to have trespassed against us, 
even as we would hope to be forgiven if the situa- 
tion were reversed, how much better off we would 
be! All of us know the devastating effects of 
bitterness and resentment upon our mind and 
body. But some of us have yet to learn the heal- 
ing power of forgiveness. We have only a limited 
concept of the far-reaching effects of a forgiving 
heart and spirit. 

All of us are interested in other people; we 
like to have them interested in us. Our real de- 
sire is to feel close to others, to feel loved 
and needed and wanted. We are all trying to learn 
how to have happy human relations. We may feel 
that there are so many barriers between us now 
that nothing of this nature is needed. But a ‘No 
Trespassing’” sign should be respected between 
human beings, a ‘No Trespassing’’ sign against 
any and all of the things that hurt us and make 
us unhappy and distrustful of one another. 

Jesus, when He prayed “Father, forgive them; 
for they know not what they do” uttered a prayer 
for all of us. For oftentimes we trespass against

the rights and happiness of another person with- 
out even knowing that we do. And often we 
trespass most against those who are closest and 
dearest to us. 

When we resist and resent the encroachments 
that someone makes upon our freedom and priv- 
acy, to realize that he probably does not know 
how we feel will help us to be forgiving. We can 
forgive others more readily when we realize that 
at some time we ourselves have unwittingly tres- 
passed against another human being. 


If we could only realize how very much alike | 


we are, even in our seeming differences! My long- 
ing to be allowed to live my life as I see best does 
not set me apart from you. It should help me to 
realize how you feel about your life. It should 
keep us from criticizing or condemning one an- 
other and from attempting to direct one another's 
thoughts and actions. 

But suppose that our relations with others are 
far from perfect. Perhaps we are upset and un- 
happy because we feel trespassed against. Per- 
haps someone has said something unkind or un- 
true or unjust about us, or a relative has taken it 
upon himself to tell us how to raise our children, 
how to manage our life. It may be that a co 
worker has taken it upon himself to point out 
our errors to the boss. How should we react, what 
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. are we to do, how are we going to meet the situa- 
e tion and find peace of mind again? 
d We can do this: Whenever we think of the per- 
son Or situation that is making us unhappy we can 
; say silently, ““I bless you and forgive you.”

Like Jacob, wrestling 
n with the angel, we can say to the unhappy situa- 
at tion, “I will not let thee go, except thou bless 
s- me.” That is to say “I will not give up in despair 
to this situation, I will not allow resentment and 
ce _ bitterness to remain in my heart.

HAVE MADE what seems to me a discovery. 
I was fearfully sick; I had all the ills of mind 
and body that I could bear. Medicine and 
doctors ceased to give me relief, and I was in 
despair, when I found practical Christianity.

I did most of the healing 
myself, because I wanted the understanding for 
future use. This is how I made what I call my 
discovery:

Life is simply a form of energy, and 
has to be guided and directed in man’s body by 
his intelligence. How do we communicate intelli- 
gence? By thinking and talking, of course. Then 
it lashed upon me that I might talk to the life in 
every part of my body and have it do just 
what I wanted. 

I told the life in my liver that it was not torpid 
or inert, but full of vigor and energy. I told the 
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life in my stomach that it was not weak or inefh- 
cient, but energetic, strong, and intelligent. I told 
the life in my abdomen that it was no longer 
infested with ignorant ideas of disease, put there 
by myself and by doctors, but that it was all 
athrill with the sweet, pure, wholesome energy of 
God. I told my limbs that they were active and 
strong. I told my eyes that they did not see of 
themselves but that they expressed the sight of 
Spirit, and that they were drawing on an un- 
limited source. I told them that they were young 
eyes, clear, bright eyes, because the light of God 
shone right through them. I told my heart that 
the pure love of Jesus Christ flowed in and out 
through its beatings. 


I went to all the life centers in my body and 
spoke words of Truth to them—words of strength 
and power. I asked their forgiveness for the fool- 
ish, ignorant course that I had pursued in the 
past, when I had condemned them and called them 
weak, inefficient, and diseased. I did not become 
discouraged at their being slow to wake up, but 
kept right on, both silently and aloud, declaring 
the words of Truth, until the organs responded. 
And neither did I forget to tell them that they 
were free, unlimited Spirit. I told them that they 
were no longer in bondage to the carnal mind; 
that they were not corruptible flesh, but centers of 
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life and energy omnipresent. 

Then I asked the Father to forgive me for tak- 
ing His life into my organism and there using it 
so meanly. I promised Him that I would never, 
never again retard the free flow of that life 
through my mind and my body by any false word 
or thought; that I would always bless it and en- 
courage it with true thoughts and words in its 
wise work of building up my body temple; that I 
would use all diligence and wisdom in telling it 
just what I wanted it to do. 

I did not let any worried or anxious thoughts 
into my mind, and I stopped speaking gossipy, 
frivolous, petulant, angry words. I let a little 
prayer go up every hour that Jesus Christ would 
be with me and help me to think and speak only 
kind, loving, true words; and I am sure that He is 
with me, because I am so peaceful and happy now. 

I want everybody to know about this beautiful, 
true law, and to use it. It is not a new discovery, 
but, when you use it and get the fruits of health 
and harmony it will seem new to you, and you 
will feel that it is your own discovery.
